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8fe£T" Admiral Wilkes has been relieved by 
Commodore James L. Lardner,and the reason 
assigned for this step is that he seized the 
steamer Vanderbilt for his flag-ship, when 
she was bound nnder orders on detached ser- 
vice for the Terr place where she would have 
been certain to hare found the Anglo-rebel 
pirate Florida. Admiral Dupont has also been 
succeeded by Admiral Andrew H. Foote, and, 
it is said, by his own request, as he has been 
for many months untiringly engaged in most 
laborious sendee which has affected his health. 
Dupont is an excellent officer, and he ha3 been 
tho hero of some of the most successful naval 
operations on the South Atlantic coast, 
tbongh he did not succeed in the last 
attack upon Charleston. We have won- 
dered why the Navy Department interfered 
with him, but the New York World sug- 
gests that be has no faith in the iron- 
clads, and shares in the prejudice against 
them which is so common among old navy 
officers, and it is probable, therefore, that ho 
very cheerfully gives way for a successor'who 
does believe in them. Admiral Andrew H. 
Foot^fhe victor of Fort Henry, and who did 
i efficient service on the Mississippi, is to 
command the South Atlantic Squadron, and 
if he does not stop blockade running and take 
Charleston when the time comes, it will not 
be because of any want of vigilance, skill, and 
bravery. The World further states that, from 
facts which have recently como to light, it is 
clear that the Monitors did not hare more thap 
half a chance in the late attack upon Charles- 
ton. They could haTe stood fifty times the 
pounding they actually received without being 
seriously disabled. It was proved by the Pas- 
saic, which came home for repairs, and which 
was the worst injured of them all, that she 
could have/ withstood the fire of the rebel forts 
for the rest of the day without being sunk. 
The Fassaic received sixty-eight shots in all, 
one of which scooped a piece of iron out of the 
tnrret; some of her bolts were driven in, but 
she could have withstood any amount of bat- 
tering more than she really did receive with- 
out a person on board being injured or the ves- 
sel destroyed. It is settled that the guns on 
the Monitors were defective, and this is the 
real reason why the attack failed, 'f’he new 
guns, with a thirteen-inch bore, bat of the 
same size breech as the fifteen inch gun, which 
will throw a smaller ball but with a much 
higher veloeity, will be used when next oar 
iron-c’ads attack a fort in any of the Southern 

harbors. 

Matrimonial Disputss in Switzerland. 
In Beine they have a novel method of dealing 
with matrimonial disputes. Divorces were 
freely granted, says Bishop Horne, but first 
the applicant had to go through a curious test. 

A small room was prepared in which husband 
and wife were put — the door being then 
closed, to remain so for six weeks, except it 
should be set in motion at the urgent and uni- 
ted request of the wedded pair. There were 
in the room one stool, one plate, one spoon, a 
unity of all the requisites, and the solitary bed 
was of such dimensions that, if they chose to 
use it together, they must needs lie very close 
together. Of one thing, and only one, there 
was n duplicate; and that was a little treatise 
on the duties of husbands and wives to- 
waid each other. No visitor was permit- 
ted to go near them; and they had only 
a glimpse, at intervals, of the grim face of the 
janitor as he pushed their food through a hole 
in the door. The Bishop states that the test 
was attended wilblhejnost wholesome results. 
In most cases the parties were excellent 
friends in a few days; and very few could 
stand out for a fortnight. Another very grati- 
fying circumstance was, that they had scarce- 
ly a ease on record in which a second appli- 
cation was made by ■persons who had already 
gone through the ordeal.

He tills them that hundreds of miles must be 
traversed, battles fought, severe labor per- 
formed, and even hunger and thirst may have 
to be endured. lie deems the force amply 
sufficient, and says it is equipped with the best 
arms in the service. He speaks confidently of 
terminating the war speedily and effectually, 
and adds that nothing but gross negligence 
and other misconduct, humanly speaking, can 
be productive of disaster to the expedition.

The Stath Senate. — Under the Legisla- 
tive Apportionment Act, approved Feb. 29, 
1860, it will be remembered there was great 
confusion in the elections of the succeeding 
summer, and several districts elected duplicate 
members of the Senate.

TO TUB VOTEBS OF IIANCOOK COUNTY, RT. 

Fellow- Citizens: In becoming a candidate 
for the office of Representative in the Legis- 
lature of Kentucky, at the next ensuing Au- 
gust election, circumstances being such that I 
cannot visit you all, and to prevent misrepre- 
sentation, before I can speak to yon publicly, 

I submit to you the following brief views atid 
6nggestions in regard to my politics, and tho 
policy which, in my judgment, should be pur- 
sued. My political course and policy has been 
well known to the people of this county far 
the last two years. You are aware I hare 
acted with the Union party ever since the 
question of union and disunion have been the 
issue w ith the people. I admired its doctrines, 
felt convinced by its teachings, and therefore 
have ever defended its policy, so far as my 
humble abilities wculd permit. 

At a meeting held in Hawcsville, for the 
nnrpose of appointing delegates to attend the 
Union Convention held in Louisville on the 
18th of March, 1863, for the purpose of nomi- 
nating n State ticket, I was selected as a dele- 
gate to represent this county in that Conven- 
tion. 1 did so, and “ participated in its 
proceedings, voted for the nominees who 
composed the Union State ticket, voted for 
the set of resolutions adopted by tho Conven- 
tion, endorsed and still endorse them,” and 
will give my heartv support to that ticket, 
with Bramlette at the head of it instead of 
Bell, “at the August election.” 

In those resolutions are clearly set forth, in 
my mind, all the necessary positions upon any 
question that can come before the people at 
the present time, and should be sufficient for 
me to como before the people of this county 
with. But suffice it to say, on the most impor- 
tant question of all — the war — when this ter- 
rible war burst upon ns I shared fully in the 
bitterness which all conservative patriots 
throughout the country felt towards the Abo- 
lition and Secession factions, which had, by an 
uncompromising aud bloodthirsty spirit, for- 
ced it upon us. At that time it seemed clear 
to my mind that our shortest road to honorable 
peace lay in the roost stupendous prepa- 
rations, and prest cation of the war, 
which should annihilate secessiomsm, and 
then, by a ^united effort of the people, 
through tho constiiutional and peaceable 
means of the ballot-box, drive tbs abolition 
agitators from power, and restore the govern- 
ment to the bauds of patriotic national men. 
Therefore, I anl in favor of prosecuting the 
war with the utmost vigor upon the rebels in 
aims against the Government of the United 
Slates, until the rebellious States will nego- 
tiate for peace on terms by which the whole 
Union can be preserved; in favor of putting 
down the rebellion by bullets, ani ubolitiou 
by ballots. I am opposed to the abolition pol- 
icies of the Administration, as tending to pro- 
long the war and hopelessly divide the U nion. 

Any other policy would, it seems to me, be 
contrary to the principles of the Union party 
of Kentucky, and dangerous in its conse- 
quences. The people have the undoubted 
right to resist, through the peaceful and con- 
stitutional means of the ballot-box, every act 
of the administration that they believe to bo 
wrong. Thi3 opposition sbonid not degen- 
erate into factiousness, but should extend to 
all unconstitutional and improper acts or 
policies. 

The war must be vigorously prosecuted. If 
it is improperly conducted, or sought to be 
waged for an unconstitutional purpose, all 
conservative patriots mast unite to compel 
the Administration to abandon its policy, and 
maintain the war only to subdue armed re- 
sistance to constitutional authority. I do not 
believe that the Union party will countenance 
armed resistance to the rightful authority of 
the Administration. Such a course, it seems 
to me, would be contrary to their principle! 
and policy hitherto, and dangerous to the 
country. If such a course were successful 
against the Administration, it is no remedy 
for existing evils, but an aggravation of them, 
and would be fatal to the object we hare in 
view — the restoration of the Union. 

With the hope, and expectation, fellow cit- 
izens, of speaking to you more fully upon the 
questions of the day, before the election, I 
submit these brief views, and myself, to your 
kind consideration at the August election.

The United Stai rs of Colombia. — The 
New York Journal of Commerce says peace 
and the promise of great prosperity have beeh 
at last secured in that important and progres- 
sive South American republic, lately known 
as New Grenada. We may hope, from the 
results of the war now terminated, and the 
measures proposed and adopted by the Na- 
tional convention, lately sitting at Rio Negro, 
that the seeds of discord have been effectually 
eradicated, and the remaining foes of civil 
and religions liberty deprived of all power to 
do future harm. It is now nearly four years 
since tbe war was commenced by the late 
President Ospina, who, after pressing through 
Congress measures infringing on the freedom 
of elections^ent troops into the State of Cau- 
ea it violation of the constitution, and com- 
mcneecl hostilities by shedding the blood of 
unoffending citizens. General Mosquera, then 
Governor of that State, resisted, and soon 
drove them out; and, proceeding victoriously, 
under authority successively conferred on him 
by one State after another, at last gained a 
complete triumph in the entire country, and 
now, having convoked the convention, has 
resigned his extraordinary powers into its 
l aDds, submitting to it a detailed report of his 
proceedings. 

That document, which forms an octavo vol- 
ume of 164 pages, contains a minute aud clear 
history of the period, with luminous explana- 
tions of the origin of the conflicts, the objects, 
plans, and proceedings of the Liberals, whom, 
as their leader, he so ably and splendidly con- 
ducted to victory. Tbe military operations, 
as there detailed, might be followed by a read- 
er with great interest, with a good map of tho 
country before him, such as that constructed 
and published by General Mosquera himself, 
while residing in New York, about twelve 
years ago. There are several passages of the 
address well worthy of translation, which 
forcibly and eloquently set forth the enlight- 
ened principles of the Liberal party, the sa- 
gacity and decision, combined with humane 
moderation, with which the remains of Old 
Spanish abuses have been abolished, and the 
enlightened designs of Bolivar have been re- 
vived, and are now proposed for execution. 
General Mosquera charges the Jesuits, arch- 
bishops, bishops, and their fanatical adherents, 
wilh beiDg the most bitter and irreconcilable 
enemies to religious and civil liberty, and re- 
publican institutions, and recommends that 
the measures put by him in operation bo sus- 
tained, particularly the confiscation of all mort- 
main estates, especially those belonging to 
convents and ecclesiastics generally, and the 
prohibiting any of the clergy to exercise their 
franchises without first declaring their assent 
to tbe repeal of mortmain, their submission to 
the government, and their resolution not to 
meddle with public affairs. 

A portion of the address i3 devoted to the 
subject of sn American Congress for mutual 
protection in the enjoyment and perpetuation 
of republican freedom, which was originally 
promised by “tho great Bolivar,” and known 
as “the Panama Congress.” Gen. M. says that 
he has never lost sight of that grand plan of 
his great General, the Liberator, and that the 
invasion of M exico by France most powerfully 
proves the necessity of an alliance of Ameri- 
can States, to guard our continent against the 
combinations of European Monarchs and Em- 
perors against the rights of man. The con- 
vention have made a formal protest against 
the sale, cession, or alienation of any portion 
of the territory of the old republic of Colom- 
bia, to any foreign power or party, declaring 
any such act a violation of treaties, inimical 
to tbe interests of the American continent, and 
null and void. This protest has been made in 
consequence of a report that Europeans were 
negotiating for large grants of land in Venezu- 
ela, Gniana, and an undivided district be- 
tween New Granada and Ecuador. The latest 
news says the Constitutional Convention has 
adjourned; the new Constitution was passed, 
and GeD. >! osquera is elected Provisional Pres- 
ident. The capital is fixed at Bogota. 



Antique Slang. — The N. Y. Tribune thus 
explains the origin of the term “bully:" 

It is rot generally known that the phrases 
“bully b.y,” “bnlly for you,” so commonly 
used in the streets, are not of modern coinage, 
bnt have a classic origin. As a stimulus to 
martial exploits, tbe Romans honored a victo- 
rious general when he entered a city with a 
triumph. He fcas placed in a chariot drawn 
by four horses, preceded by his captives and 
spoils, and followed by his nrmy, and thus es- 
corted. he passed along the Via Sacra, and as- 
cended to tbe capito', sacrificed a bull to Jnpi- 
ter. An inferior triumph was called an ova- 
tion, from the practice of sacrificing a sheep 
instead of a bull. In tho case of an ovation, 
the victor entered the city on foot, attended by 
a small retinue and a band of flute players. 
It is common in our army for the soldiers to 
manifest their appreciation of a gallant officer 
or soldier by exclaiming “bully for him!” (a 
bull for him,) but no man who wears au ep- 
aulette would consider it a compliment were 
hie soldiers to shout “a sheep for him.” And

Brutish Rebel Sympathizers. — Tbe late 
news from England brings an account of a 
public meeting held at the town of Sheffield, 
over which the Mayor presided, and at which 
resolutions were pjissed calling on the British 
Government to acknowledge the indepen- 
dence of “the so-called Southern Confeder- 
acy.” The Philadelphia Press, referring to 
this gathering, says: Let no one attach the 

slightest importance to this, or imagine that it 
expresses any opinion worthy of weight. The 
attendance at the public meeting in question 
is calculated at 10,000, in round numbers. We 
all know how frequently the guess of a re- 
porter is in error, ^hen it estimates numbers- 
Even if the full number stated had been pres- 
ent, it was not a large percentage of the inhab- 
itants — the number of which, in the census of 
1861, was 185,000. Nor, indeed, does it mat- 
ter on which side Sheffield places itself, on any 
question. It has, actually and essentially, the 
lowest morale of any manufacturing town in 
England. Last year, the London Times, which 
is not fond of making any admission tend- 
ing to depreciate the character of England, 
we s compelled, in a series of powerful and 
indignant leading articles, to hurl the thun- 
der of its indignant condemnation upon the 
murdnrons brutality of the artisans of Shef- 
field. It appeared to be the practice in that 
town, whenever any artisans worked upon 
terms or for a price differing from what the 
body of tbe artisans laid down, privately to 
undermine their workshops, aud by that 
means blow them np with gunpowder — to 
the destruction of life, limb, aud - pro- 
perly. This Enmmary mode of proceeding 
had the disadvantage, it is true, of frequently 
sacrificing persona who had no carth’y con- 
cern or connection with the points of dis- 
pute, but it was the fashion, or custom of the 
place, and therefore persevered in. Last 
year, when its increase became notorious, 
the Times took it up, but paper pellets alone 
would not have been of much avail. The. 
criminal and inhuman practice did not abate 
until, in several cases, thirteen persons — 
commonly known as Judge and Jury — put 
their heads together, and after hearing evi- 
dence of the facts, finally handed some of 
the perpetrators over to the hands of a pub- 
lic officer, wlio publicly executed thorn, on 
the gallows tree, in the presence of assem- 
bled thousands. This summary mode of pro- 
cedure has checked the practice for eho pres- 
e-nt, but tbe bold and benevolent artisans of 
Sheffield are indignant at such an invasion ofv bouquets were thrown upon tbestage, and she 
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world pictures. 

The Boston Transcript says that Mr. William 
Goff*, who died in that city a few days ago, 
was a lineal descendant, and probably the only 
one liviDg, of the celebrated “Regicide” Gotfe, 
who formed one of the Court that tried Charles 
the First, and, as Theodore Parker saiJ, “first 
taught Kings that they had joints in their 
necks.”

Rid- 
ing through the Bois de Boulogno, surrounded 
by his staff, the Emperor chanced to observe 
a wedding party. Approaching the carriage 
containing the bride and groom, his Majesty 
gallantly presented his compliments to the 
lady and wished her many years of happiness. 
The blushing damsel was at first quite over- 
come by the unexpected honor thus conferred 
upon her, but nevertheless had sufficient 
presence of mind to reply that her happiness 
would lie assured if the Emperor would in- 
terest himself in her behalf. “Very well,” 
returned his Majesty, “I cheerfully consent. 
When the time comes, I invito you to ^sit 
me at the Tuileries, and I will be tbe ™d- 
fatber.” 

The “turn out” which excites the greatest 
admiration and attention in the Champs Elys- 
ees and the Bois de Boulogne is said >o be Chat 
of G. P. Bilker, Erq , a wealthy retired Sin 
Francisco merchant. Mr. Baker has two pairs 
of American horses, which can do it in “two 
foity,” and his light and beautiful Philadelphia 
wagons astonish the natives, who cannot un- 
derstand how so much strength and lightness 
can lie combined. The Emperor, it is said, 
has just ordered another pair of American 
horses.

Washington, Juno 11. 

But few details of the great cavalry fight 
are at hand. ’ The following is briefly the plan 
of thebaftle, furnished by an officer: 

Our force consisted of about 9,000 cavalry 
and a brigade of infantry. Tho crossing of 
the river was made in three columns. Bufofd 
was to attack in front, while Gregg on one 
flank and Dufries on the other attacked the 
enemy. Buford crossed at 4 A. M. near Rap- 
pahannock Station. Gregg crossed at seven 
and Dufries at eight o'clock. 

At Kelley's Ford Buford encountered a su- 
perior force ofthe enemy soon after he ersssed, 
and engaged them boldly, and with remarka- 
ble success. lie succeeded in drawing his op- 
ponent only about two miles, but the force 
which were to co operate with him not suc- 
ceeding in their efforts on the enemy’s flank 
ind rear, he was obliged to maintain, a3 best 
he could, the ground he had gained fighting 
hard all day, until an order reached him for 
withdrawal to this side of the river. 

Gen. Gregg, meantime, was ordered to at- 
tack Brady Station, midway between Cnl- 
(epper and the Rappahannock. Gen. Stuart’s 
headquarters were situated on a rising ground, j 
three quarters oi a mile from this station. 

Col. Wj ndhnm’s 21 brigade, consisting of 
the 1st New Jersey - , 1st Maryland, and 1st 
Pennsylvania cavalry — the 12th Illinois being 
absent — charged on the station, and captured 
it, together with a number of prisoners. They 
then charged upon the hill where Stuart’s 
headquarters were, and captured it, but it was 
afterwards retaken, the enemy speedily bring- 
ing up infantry and artillery reserves. No less 
than three successful charges were made upon 
this bill; our troops were obliged to retire, 
however, before a constantly increasing force 
of ret els. 

In this retirement Col. Wyndham s brigade 
suffered severely. Col. Wyndham was wound- 
ed. The loss in Wjndham’s brigade is about 
2C0, in killed, wounded and missing. Rus- 
sell’s Infantry was not engaged, save in light 
skirmishing. The rebel force of cavalry alone 
was quite 15,000. Buford's cavalry brigade, 
composed of regulars, and tbe 6th Pennsylva- 
nia did some splendid fighting, and lostheavily 
in officers. Out of 90 officers in his brigade, 
21 were killed and wounded. Buford formed 
his command by regiments, ond each regi- 
ment charged, and opening to right and left, 
all ow.ed its success to this charge, followed by 
still another and another. Ia this manner he 
made ten distinct charges upon the enemy, 
who fought obstinately, but were by these re- 
peated blows driven bae-k two miles. 

Tbe following is an extract from a captured 
letter, showing the number of the rebel force 
end what they intended doing: "We had two 
grand reviews of five brigades of cavalry — 
about 12,000 in number — under Gen. Stuart. 
Tbe first took place on Saturday, where wa 
were inspected by Stuart. I have just re- 
turned from the second, where we were 
inspected by Lieutenant-General Robert Lee 
in person. We are now in battalion, num- 
bering abont sixteen pieces, under command 
of Major Buckham. Longstreet’s division 
passed us on Saturday. The Wise cavaby 
was along. You can look cut for some smart 
fighting before the week closes. We sire now 
about two miles from the Rappahannock, at 
Beverly’s Ford. I expect from the prepara- 
tions that are being made that we are going 
lo make a grand raid toward the Potomac as 
soon aa the valley is cleared." 

Washington, June 11. 
Notwithstanding the numerous rumors 
which are afloat nothing unfavorable relating 
to tbe situation at Vicksburg has been receiv- 
ed here, and, likewise, of affairs c L Port Hud- 
son. The Richmond papers of the 6th do not 
contain one word of news relating to Port 
Hudson as published in the New York papers 
tc-day. 

The following has been received here from 
officers in Grant’s army, dated May 31st: The 
siege of Vickeburg is still progressing. We 
have taken all ontpoete, and about 10,000 pris- 
oners, who have been sent North. Oar lines 
rest on the river above and below the city at 
a distance of near two miles, and press their 
rear abont as dose. 

We are not exposing our infantry much but 
are using artillery and sharpshooters mostly. 
The enemy is within his works, which are 
very strong, but Grant has an army that can 
hold him until he starves if necessary, and we 
are shelling them from front with mortar- 
boats and gunboats. From fill appearances 
they cannot hold out much longer. 

Wo gave two chances for the women and 
children to leave the city and they would not 
accept the offer, bnt since we have pressed 
them so closely and shelled the city they came 
with a flag of truce and asked to pas3 our 
lines but Grant told them that they were too 
late. He only wished there were 50,000 more 
and they would then surrender. 

Unless they are reinforced soon we wil; 
speedily wind up the struggle on this side of 
the river. 

Tbe President’s despatch from Gen. Grant, 
last night, i3 dated Vicksburg, June 8th, in 
which was embraced a letter from Gen. Banks 
dated the 4th instant. Communication was 
opened and is kept open between the two rail- 
ft-aiy chieftains, and according to these advices 
the lines of investment are drawing cJoser and 
clceer around the two rebel strongholds of 
Mississippi. 



Tbe two commanders express the greatest 
i confidence that Vicksburg and Port Hudson 
must fall, and that soon. Everything was 
progressing at Vicksbnrg on the 8th and at 
i’ort Hudson on the 4th as well as tbe most 
sanguine friend of the government could wish. 

This last dispatch received by the Govern- 
ment from Gen. Grant was the very latest, 
and came through much quicker than any 
former one from that point. . 

There is nothing new from the Rappahan- 
nock. Gen. Stnart is reported to have been 
killed in the late cavalry fight.

CoLuiFiius, O., June 11. 

The Democracy of Ohio assembled ia the 
capital to-day to the unmber of 40,000. It was 
the largest and most enthusiastic convention 
ever assembled in Ohio. Kx-Governor Medill 
was elected president of the convention, and 
C. L. Vullandigham was nominated by ac- 
clamation for Governor amid prolonged cheers. 
Kx-Senator Pugh made a speech, denouncing 
the arrest of Vullandigham, his mock trial, 
»nd despotic banishment. He execrated Bum- 
side’s order No. 38, spurned and defied it. In 
ppite of his wish to declino the nomination, 
Pugh was nominated for Lieutenant Governor. 
Judge Van Trump was nominated for Supreme 
Judge. 

Resolutions denouncing Vallandigham’s ar- 
rest and demanding his release were adopted. 
A committee ol 20 were appointed to wait on 
the President of the United States and de- 
mand hit' return. No interference by the mili- 
tary occurred, the soldiers taking no part in 
the proceedings^. 

^Besolutions thanking General Mason and 
the Provost Guard for the gentlemanly man- 
ner in which they had discharged their duties 
were passed. 

Numerous speeches were made by S. S. 
Cox, Samuel Medary, Judge Thurman, Rnd 
others, bitterly denouncing Burnside and his 
order. 

After a laborious but exceedingly harmo- 
nious aud enthusiastic session, the Convention 
adjourned with the determination to elect 
Vullandigham Governor of Ohio by a tri- 
umphant majority.

Washington, June 11. 

The opinion is entertained in quarters likely 
to he acquainted with the facta, tnat not a man 
has been detached from Bragg’s army since 
Grant opened the siege of Vicksburg. Rose- 
craus has been so watchful, he has found means 
to keen himself so thoroughly informed as to 
Bragg’s designs, aud lias so constuntlyethreat- 
cned him with arpattack iu fosce that he has 
deemed it imprudent to weaken his strength 
in the least, even for tho purpose of attempt- 
ing to relieve Vicksburg. 

By pursuing this course for the present, 
Roeecrans is believed to be contributing more 
toward permanent triumph than he could do 
even by such a victory a3 that of Stone River. 

A dispatch received here from an officer en- 
gaged in the cavalry fight at Beverly Ford 
slates that among the rebels killed was Gen. 
Stnart. Tho report needs confirmation.

Cincinnati, Juno 12. 

A spirited engagement took place near 
Montieello, Ky., on the 10th. Our troops un- 
der CoIodoI Kuntz bad driven the rebels from 
Montieello «nd were falling back to want 
Cumheiland river, when tbo enemy rallied in 
force and attacked our rear guard. Our forces 
retreated slowly till reinforcements came to 
their relief, when a desperate hand-to-hand 
fight ensued, lasting two hours, resulting in 
tbe defeat of the rebels.

An en- 
rolling commissioner was driven out of White 
River township yes’erday. 

The Gazette bas the following advices from 
rebel sources: The rebels say their loss in the 
Port Hudson fight was 3ix hundred. The 
seat of government in Mississippi has been 
temporarily moved to Enterprise. A despatch, 
dated Richmond 8th, says no official adrices 
have been received from Vicksbnrg for several 
days. It is understood that Vallandigham 
will proceed to some southern port en route 
for Nassau.

A special to the Bulletin from Murfreesboro 
on the 11th says: Parties state that the rebels 
have received very desponding news from 
Vickeburg. The rebel Tennessee regiments 
are utterly demoralized, aud oueregimeit 
had mutinied when ordered by Bragg to rein- 
force Johnston. 

Bragg isre|iorted to have said he wished the 
Tennesseeans were all in helL The affair 
caused great excitement.

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|@“We have said, that, strongly and re30 
lutely as we are opposed to certain measures of 
the Administration now in power, we would 
not, on account of them, withhold men and 
money from the Federal armies and thus se- 
cure the triumph of the rebellion. Our neigh- 
bor of the Democrat calls this givingnotice to 
the Administratien radicals, that, if they won’t 
back down, we will. It is doing nothing of 
the kind; the principle we act on is neither to 
tack down from opposition to the radicals nor 
to back down from opposition to the rebellion. 
We are for warring against the rebellion by 
supporting and reinforcing the ho3ts in the 
field to quell it, and against the radicals by 
opposing their measures in every constitution- 
al mode consistent with the preservation of 
our nationality, and especially by filling all 
the important offices in the government, from 
the President down, with sound and energetic 
conservatives as fast as the laws of the land 
will allow it to be done. This is no backing 
down, or backing out; it i3 simply backing 
up conservatism and backing up the Union. 

A charge very similar to that which our 
neighbor absurdly makes against us is em- 
phatically true in regard to himself. He 
knows, as well as he knows he has a soul, 
that he can’t suddenly compel the administra- 
tion and the Republican party to reverse the 
whole of their deliberately avowed policy, and 
therefore, when he says that, unless the policy 
be reversed, be will go for withholding the 
means of prosecuting the war, he gives no- 
tice to the rebel authorities that, if they won’t 
back down, be and bis party will. He en- 
courages them to persevere in their rebellion, 
by viitnally assuring them that, if they will 
only fight on, he and his faction, unless that 
be done which every rebel believes will not be 
done, will surrender at discretion. A more 
shameful notification to rebels in arms could 
not be invented by the genius of treason. In 
effect, it is unmitigated treason. 

It is utterly ridiculous to say, that, in an- 
nouncing, as we have often done, our deter- 
mination, whilst fighting the radicals with 
ballots, to fight the rebellion with bullets, we 
give notice to the radicals that if they won’t 
back down we will. Our neighbor will not 
deny that, less than five months ago, he 
squarely occupied precisely the same ground, 
but we don’t suppose he would dream of ad- 
mitting that he was then notifying the radi- 
cals that if they wouldn’t back down he would. 
Men may vehemently deprecate a great many 
measures, and, at the same time, not hesitate 
to avow that they will content themselves to 
oppose those measures as other obnoxious 
measures have been opposed during the last 
eighty years — to oppose them without sacri- 
ficing the Union. No matter how ill anybody 
may think of the Administration’s radical pol- 
icy, the sacrifice of the Union by the 
refusal of men and money to carry 
on the war would be no remedy or sem- 
blance of remedy. The disruption of the 
Union, as our neighbor himself has fifty time3 
proclaimed, would soon result in the splitting 
up of the South, as well as the North, into 
half a dozen petty and perpetually-warring 
powers, wherein alternate anarchy aud des- 
potism would prevail, neither the rights of 
slavery nor any other human rights whatever 
being at all respected. Let us resist radical- 
ism by every available means in our power, 
and, as the first and most indispensable means 
of resisting it, let us proserve the Union by 
crushing the rebellion. Who will have the 
effrontery to say that there is any backing 
down in that* 

It is really the cream of silliness 
to charge people with giving notice of an 
intention to back down because they say they 
will not surrender their country to everlasting 
destruction upon the question whether an ad- 
ministrative policy shall be changed to-day or 
a few months hence! Our neighbor ought 
to be ashamed of himself. We hope he is.

The Power op the Press. — With the on- 
ward progress of events, nothing has so won- 
derfully developed itself a3 the power of the 
press. As civilization has tended to free gov- 
ernment, it has become the great engine, not 
only of news and thought, but of power. The 
people and the press have a reciprocal influ- 
ence over each other. The press, the reflex of 
the popular mind, seizes upon the correct but 
half, developed ideas which float with such ac- 
cumulating force through the masses, and, 
framing them into well-defined theories, pre- 
sents them with such force and vigor to the 
public eye, that, while the similarity of thought 
draws on conviction, the more powerful ex- 
pression carries with it a separate influence. 

The Press has now a recognized influence 
over the affairs of nations, not only as the fre- 
quent organ and expounder of the measures of 
a Government, but an independent, deciding 
influence, derived from the popular raind of 
which it is the representative; and future hia- 
toiians will seek in the columns of the newspa- 
pers contemporary with the events which they 
related, not for the facts themselves, but for the 
causes which produced the great effects which 
they describe. Already has this sigular 
power been recognized by one of the most 
popular of modern historians iu his elab- 
orate discussion of the causes which led 
to the invasion of the Crimea. In his histo- 
ry, Kinglake thus speaks of the influence of 
the great English newspaper in bringing the 
Government toils final determination: “Thus 
day after day, in the month of J une, the au- 
thority of the newspaper kept gaining and 
gaining upon the Queen’s Government, and if 
Lord Aberdeen had any remaining unwilling- 
ness to renew the war by undertaking an in- 
vasion of Russia, his power of controlling the 
course of the Government stems to have 
come to an end in the interval between the 
23d and 27th of June.” And, again, speak- 
ing of its power over the English people, 
a power almost unlimited in its extent, yet 
derived dirdctly from the people themselves 
by beiDg the exponent of their view3, he says: 
>! 0n the Sabbath England had rest, but in the 
early morning of all other days the irrevo- 
cable words were poured forth and scattered 
abroad to the corners of the earth, measuring 
out honor to some, and upon others bringing 
scorn and disgrace. Where and with whom 
the real power lay, and what .was its true 
source, and how it was to be propitiated — 
these were questions wrapped in more or less 
obscurity; for some had a theory that one 
man ruled, and some another, and some were 
sure that the great newspaper governed all 
England, and others that England governed 
the newspaper. Philosophic politicians 
traced events to what they called 
‘public opinion" — with almost the same mean- 
ing women and practical men spoke of the 
‘Times.’ ” It matters little whether the news- 
paper ruled England or England ruled the 
newspaper, they were working together; and 
while England formed the first crude opinions, 
the newspaper put them in shape, and with 
cogent reasoning presented them to the world, 
and the Queen’s Government followed them, 
and men learned to know, as they saw through 
the columns of their newspaper each morning 
at their breakfast table, that they held in their 
hands the manifestos of a nation. 



Among the visitors in General Grant's army 
at present is the Hon. Sherrard Clemens, the 
Virginia Congressman, who settled a point of 
honor with 0. Jennings Wiso, Esq., about four 
years ago, according to the code duello. He 
owns a plantation a short distance from Milli- 
ken’s Bend, La., which the rebels have entirely 
despoiled and plundered. He claims to have 
lost $60,000 by the war, one way and another. 
He is there with orders from the President, 
authorizing him to buy and ship cotton to any 
amount, in order to compensate him for this 
lose . — Mitsouri Statesman. 

If the U. S. government were to authorize 
all persons (ourselves included) who have suf- 
fered severely by rebel confiscations since the 
commencement of the rebellion to buy and 
ship cotton to any amount as a means of com- 
pensation, the whole Southern country, wher- 
ever our armies lead the way, would be full 
of cotton-dealers. And why is one sufferer 
preferred to all other sufferers, many of whom 
have lost everything they had iu the world ? 

We congratulate the worthy Mr. Clemens 
upon his good fortune, but we shonld like to 
be able to congratulate our worthy selves and 
a good many other worthies upon similar good 
fortune. 

(©'And so Charlie Kirk has been canght 
near Midway and taken to Lexington to be 
tried as a spy. We gues3 Charlie might as 
well be let loose. We don’t believo he has 
ever been in the rebel service except a 3 a 
writer to order, and he would have written 
just as soon for the Federals if they had be- 
spoken him. We are sure that nobody could 
eTer spy anything of the spy in him. He 
wouldn’t have been audacious enough to risk 
himself as a spy where everybody knew him, 
or foolish enough to go as a spy where there 
was nothing to spy. 

We presume Charlie came to Kentucky be- 
cause he was sick of Dixie and wanted a lit- 
tle decent whiskey. Pray release him, Messrs. 
Authorities, give him a three-finger drink, 
slip a bottle in his pocket at our expense, and 
tell him to behave himself in the future. 

It would be a shame to hang Charlie Kirk. 
But, Charlie, if they do noose you, bear your- 
self in a manner worthy of the editorial pro- 
fession to which you have so long been a dis- 
tinguished ornament. Show yourself equal 
to the exalted part you will have to enact. 
You are now a mere creature of the earth like 
the rest of us Editors, but then you will be 
something between earth and heaven; and, if 
able to talk whilst swaying gracefully in the 
gale, yon can exclaim proudly with Sejanus— 

“The ground can hold me not, ’tis air I tread." 

e®^The members of Gen. Van Dorn’s staff 
have published a card with the intent of vin- 
dicating him. They eay that Van Dorn never 
saw Dr. Peters’s daughter but once, and that 
he had no criminal intercourse with the Doc- 
tor’s wife. How do they know whether he 
saw the daughter more than ouce or not, or 
what the character of his intercourse with the 
wife was? Does a Confederate General al- 
ways take his staff with him as witnesses of 
what happens when he goes to seethe wo- 
men?

— The United 
States Sanitary Commission for the Western 
Department are publishing a paper under this 
title, the design of which is to promote the 
health, comfort, and efficiency of our army 
and navy. From letters published as received 
from various agents of the Commission it is 
gratifying to learn that their good work is eve- 
rywhere carried on most efficiently. As there is 
a general demand for information as to the ob- 
jects and the work of the Commission the Re- 
porter will furnish reports of the wants and 
condition of the troops in different depart- 
ments. From the home- field, where that other 
great army of mothers, sisters, wives, and 
sweethearts are working and watching and 
praying, ihe Reporter hopes to have frequent 
good words that shall cheer all loyal 
hearts and fire anew the enthusiasm 
of both soldiers and people. From Sol- 
diers’ Homes, hospital cars, sanitary steamers, 
hospital visitors, and surgeons, the Reporter 
df3ircs reports, notices, suggestions, appeals, 
and testimonials. It hopes, also, to bo instru- 
mental in still further systematizing the 
benevolence of the people toward the 
army, in stimulating anew the zeal which 
may be flagging, in creating an interest where 
it has not existed before, and in evolving new 
principles of hygiene or pointing out new ap- 
plications of old ones which prevent deseaso 
end preserve life. 

While the Sanitary Commission is exerting 
itscl^L the people must zealously co-operate. 

and young can be of great use by plant- 
ing potatoes, onions, cabbages, tomatoes; by 
canning fruit, by drying apples, peaches, pears, 
plums. Vegetables are the medicines upon 
which the surgeon relies in his treatment of 
maDy camp diseases. To show the work done 
in this single department since the first of the 
year, the Sanitary Commission has forwarded 
to the Army of the Tennessee 11,926 packages 
of sanitary stores. Since the battle of M tirfree3- 
boro 8,300 packages have been sent to the Ar- 
my of the Cumberland, including 3,000 barrels 
of vegetables sent during May. These, with 
cases sent to other points, make an aggregate 
of 20,72G packages distributed in the Western 
Department since the 1st of January, 1863, and 
the packages have averaged at least a barrel’s 
bulk each. The Reporter says its readers 
will not fail to note that the great value of 
these supplemental supplies is frequently 
knowledged by the highest medical and mili- 
tary authorities. All the evidence of misap- 
propriation which has been proven sinks into 
utter insignificance when contrasted with 
the testimonials of such men as Major Gen- 
erals Grant, Rosecrans, Sheridan, &c., 
in the military, and Surgeons Hamilton, Mur- 
ray, Perin, Hewit, Ac., in the medical depart- 
ment of the army. No one can longer shield 
his selfishness behind the plea that once in 
awhile a hospital steward wears a calico gown 
or a'mouse eats ajar ofthejelly contributed for 
the sick or wounded soldier. The value and 
necessity of the work of the Sanitary Com- 
mission, when they come to be understood, 
cannot fail to stimulate the generosity of the 
people in a direction where so much of practi- 
cal good is sore to result. 

Appeal to Kentuckians. — B. J. Spalding 
is raising a battalion of mounted infantry for 
service in the State, under the authority 
granted Kentucky to raise twenty thousand 
men for our own defence. His camp of in- 
struction has been established for the present 
at Lebanon, where the wants of recruits will be 
at once supplied. There is not in our noble 
State a more loyal man nor a more unyielding 
patriot than Mr. Spalding. From the begin- 
ning of the rebellion he has been identified 
■with the great Union movement, and in no 
instance has he faltered, but has lent both 
money and influence to its further advance- 
ment. Now he proposes to go into active ser- 
vice, at the head of a battalion of infantry, to 
battle more effectively for the cause he has 
always so willingly and cheerftilly supported. 
Rally, brave Kentuckians! 

Attack on Triune.— M r. J. D. Kinney, 
Mail Agent on the Tennessee and Alabama 
Railroad, gives a Nashville paper an account 
the attack and repulse of the rebels at 
Tnmb^Tenn., on last Thursday morning. 

About 1 1 o'clock the enemy made an at- 
tcck on the place with artillery and cavalry. 
They were promptly met by two of our best 
batteries, and a sharp little engagement of two 
hours ensued, at the end of which time the 
rebels were driven off the field by the arrival 
of a few regiments of the mounted infantry of 
General Granger's command. 

The casualties of our own forces or of the 
r&CZ ZZZ "Ct Gen. Cordon Granger 

commanded in person, and at two o'clock the 
rebels had retreated four or five miles.

Maj. Gen. Burnside. — This gentleman 
reached Frankfort on Wednesday, to confer 
with the Governor, the State authorities, and 
General Boyle, on military matters in Ken- 
tucky, and returned to Lexington the next 
morning. The Commonwealth says "an op- 
portunity was afforded to our citizens, and 
especially to the ladies, to see and speak with 
one who has sothoronghly won theconfidence 
and esteem of the people of Kentucky. Every- 
one was pleased, and satisfied that the high 
estimate which had been placed upon him was 
justified. Burnside looks and acts like a great 
man; and the manner in which he has man- 
aged the affairs of this department shows him 
to be a statesman as well as a General. The 
more we see of Burnside, the more we like 
him. He has done much for Kentucky. His 
order, No. 38, has worked like a charm, and 
given peace, quiet, and security to many 
portions of the State which have been infest- 
ed by rebel sympathizers and marauders. Pre- 
vious to its publication many parts of the 
State were infested by Morgan’s men and 
other rebels whose presence brought fear and 
terror, but since its enforcement there are 
none to be found within ourline3 except a ftw 
desperate characters who come and go secretly 
to act the spy — and those are caught whenever 
found, and executed. 

‘‘One of the most interesting incidents of 
the General’s visit was his appearing before 
the remnant of the 2d Maryland, who paid 
their respects to their beloved commander on 
the eve of his departure. It pleased the Gen- 
eral to meet those gallant officers*and men 
who had so bravely followed him through the 
desperate struggles, at Bull Rnn, Antietam, 
and the bloody assault upon Fredericksburg.

Cairo, Juno 12. 

Tbo steamer St. Cloud, from Vicksburg on 
Monday morning, reports heavy cannonading 
up the Yazoo when sne left. Its import is not 
known. 

The officers of this boat say it is believed in 
camps that a battle on our rear is highly 
ptolable. No one, however, believes John- 
ston will be able to raise the siege. 

The tight at Milliken’s Bend on Sunday is 
of more importance than at first reported. 
The rebels numbered eighteen hundred, and 
were under command of McCullough. Our 
force was less than one thousand, over six 
hundred of whom were negroes. The rebels 
at first drove our forces, and came near sur- 
rounding them. The fight was conducted 
with energy and determination by our forces, 
and the rt be Is held at bay until the gunboats 
tame to our assistance. 

An eye-witness reports our loss in killed at 
about one hundred aud thirty-four, one hun- 
dred of whom were negroes, and the numherof 
wounded about the same. The list of deaths 
is very large in consequence of many being 
killed under the “no quarter” cry. 

The rebels left over one hundred dead on 
the field and took away several wagon loads 
of wounded. 

The negroes are reported to have fought 
better than their white officers, many of 
whom, it is said, skulked away. 

A bout the time the battle was over a column 
of rebels made their appearance at Young's 
Point. All citizens and transient persons 
wue put under arin9. No attack had been 
made up to the time our informant left. 

Memphis, June 12. 

The steamer Fort Wayne arrived up to-d <v. 
She brings no later dates than to the 8th. No 
guerillas were seen on her way up. 

Tie fight at Milliken’s Bend on Sunday 
last was a sanguinary affair, and much larger 
than at first reported. The rebels were under 
McCullough, sud 2,500 strong. The Federal 
force consisted of three negro regiments and 
the 23d Iowa. The rebels made a desperate 
charge at daylight. The negroes broke in 
confusion, hut, finding that their capture! 
companions were slaughtered, they rallied 
with great desperation and drove the rebels 
back. Loss heavy on both sides. 

The guerillas destroyed a portion of the rail- 
road near Germantown, Tenn., last night. 
The damage is slight — will roon be repaired. 

The rebel force in Northern Mississippi hare 
ali been sent to Johnston. 

Washington, June 12. 

The following extracts are taken from 
the Richmond Dispatch of the 10th inst.: 

Jackson, Miss., June 6. — Gen. Pemberton 
has tent word that he can hold, Vicksburg, 
and that Gen. Johnston is to take his time, 
and organize and discipline his forces 

Mobile, June 9. — A special to the Tribune 
from Jackson, dated the 8th, say3 there are 
mr ny rumors afloat, tbe most reliable of which 
is that Gen. Kirby Smith instead of being 
at Port Hudson has takea Milliken’s Bend 
and cut off Gen. Grant’s supplies. 

It is reported that Jackson's cavalry have 
cut their way through to Vicksburg. Colonel 
Grierson is believed to have been drivtn five 
miles from Clinton, La. 

Mobile, June 8. — A special despatch to the 
Autertiser and Register from Jackson, of the 
8th iosL, says a courier from Vicksburg re- 
ports cheeringly of our prospects. Nine trains 
containing troops, believed to be from the 
army of Rosecrans, arrived at Memphis S i:- 
urday. There is merely a garrison at M era- 
phis. 

Jackson, June 8. — A scout just in from 
Vicksturg reports all working well. The mi n 
are in good spirits, bnt are somewhat wearitd 
from lying in the trenchesand exposure to tbo 
fud. There has been no general assault for 
tea days past. There is plenty of aminuui'kn 
and provisions at Vicksourg. and the soldiers 
and cirizens are confident of the result. Our 
entire loss during the series of assaults will ro - . 
exceed COO. 

There was heavy firing with muskets and 
artill-ry yesteiday, and a ith artillery to day. 

A private despatch from Jackson, dated on 
the 8th inst.. reports that Vicksburg is all 
risbt. Gen. Kirby Smith is in possession of 
Milliken’s Bend. 

The R'chmrnd Disnateh editorially says: 
“Our telegrams from the Sonthwest continue 
to be of the most cheering cheracter. The 
brave garrison of Vicksburg is as confident 
and dttermined as ever.” 

Kirby Smith with ten thousand men is said 
to cccnry Milliken’s Bend, some two miles 
above Vicksburg, on tbe right bank of the 
Mississippi, aud to have cut off Gen. Grant’s 
supplies. 

Washington, June 12. 

Information received lo-dny shows all quiet 
in the neighborhood of Poolesville. 

Mo.- by '.I raid into Maryland win of short du- 
ration. A telegram from Leesburg sa^s his 
force was at Carter’s Mills, on Goose creek, 
Loudon county, at daybreak to-day, hurrying 
back to the mountains. Union troops were 
in pursuit. 

(in Wee nesday the steamer Maple Leaf le t 
Fcrtress Monroe for Fort Delaware with ninety 
rebel officers on board. When near Cape 
Iltnrv light house, the rebels took possossioo 
of the Maple Leaf and sent her Captain and 
crew below. She then steamed forty -five 
miles from tbe light-house, sixty-five miles 
from Fortrfss Monroe, and they landed on the 
Virginia shore in tho boats of the steamer. 
Two rebel officers refused to go with the 
others, and tho Cuptvin ot the Maple Leaf 
then turned bis boat back to Fortress Monroe 
and reported to Gen. Dix. Amongst the rebel 
officers was Capt. Semme3, a son of the Cap- 
tain of the pirate Alabama. The rebels drd 
no injury to the boat. 

New York, June 12. 

Tbe steamer Corsica, from Havana on the 
6th and Nassau on the 8th, has arrived. 

Reliable intelligence ot tbe occupation of 
Puebla has reached Havana. After a furious 
attack on Fort Tolemahuacara, the city was 
given up by the Mexicans, being without food 
and ammunition, having eateu even all the 
artillery mules and cavalry horse3.- Ortega, 
on the 16th, offered to surrender, on condition 
that the soldiers be allowed to carry their ban- 
ners at d tbe officers their side arms, and all to 
march o Mexico and report to the Supreme 
Goverrment, and these were granted, except 
the latter, Gen. Forey ordering them to go to 
Orizaba and there stay until the close of the 
war. 

Jttniez has removed Gen. Comonfort from 
tbe command of the Mexican army of the 
centre for failiag to succor Puebla, and La- 
garza is put in his place. He would at once 
take command at the capital and make every 
disposition for its defence. 

Juatez also issued a proclamation an- 
nouncing the great disaster in the surrender of 
Puebla, and stating that the capital will not 
only be defended to the last extremity, but 
that all places would be defended with vigor; 
that the nation will wage war without ceasing 
and under all sacrifices against the odious 
army which is profaning its soil. 

Vera Cruz advices report the escape of Gen- 
erals Ortega .and Mendoza and eight more 
principal chiefs. Over 300 minor officers and 
2,00.0 prisoners, under u French convoy, were 
en rente to Orizaba. 

Nashville, June 12. 

T1 ere was another attack at Triune yester- 
day. At about 9 A. M. Forrest, with 5,000 
cavalry aed two batteries of artillery, attacked 
tbe cavalry division commanded by General 
R. B. Mitchell. The Federals formed a line 
of battle and r« plied vigorously to the fire cf 
tbe enemy, who retreated aa the Federal ad- 
vanced, and pursued the rebels six miles. 
Scouts were sent forward, who reported the 
rebels still retreating. The pursuit was then 
abandoned. The rebels lost 21 killed, 60 or 70 
wounded, and 10 prisoners; the Federal loss 
was 6 killed, among whom was Lieut. N. C. 
B'ain, 41st Indiana (cavalry), whose body 
reached here to-night. 

Several executions of Federal soldiers for 
desertion will take place next week. 

A grand review of troops took place here 
to-day. 

The weather is hot. There is 20 incites of 
water on the shoals. 

New York, June 12. 

The steamship Mississippi from New Orleans 
has arrived. 

Special despatches to the New Orleans Hr* 
from Southwest Pass, dated Jnneoth and C*.h, 
say a vessel has arrived from Vera Cruz. Her 
officers report that the Mexicans have retreat- 
ed from before Puebla. It is also 3aid that the 
French have arrested the American Cott3ul. 
No reason given. 

The Era of June 3d has an important order 
from Gen. Banks to the effeit t' a - . no inter- 
ference is to be allowed with plantation prop- 
erty, and articles heretofore taken are to be 
restored.

Heavy reinforcements have 
been drawn from tbe Blackwater and North 
and South Carolina. A large portion of them 
are new troops. 

Lee’s command is divided into three corps, 
averaging, accerding to report, 30,(H) < each. 
There was evidently a stir in the rebel camp 
for a general movement. 

Harrisburg, June 12. 

Governor Curtin has assumed command of 
tbe Department of tbe Susquehanna. He sum- 
mons ail citizens between the ages of 18 and 
60 to organize an army corps, embracing cav- 
alry, artillery, and infantry, to serve during 
the pleasure of the President or tbe continu- 
ance of the war, and, when not required in 
active service to defend the Department, they 
will return to their homes, subject to the call 
of tho Commanding General. 

Amputation aktkr Wounds.— W hether this 
operation is too often practised Dy army sur- 
geons is a matter of great publie importance 
and interest. An army surgeon (Dr. Ashhurst), 
writing in the last number of the American 
Journal of Medical Sciences, says: 

It is the popular opinion, unfortunately en- 
couraged by some of the profession, in this, as 
it has been in every other war, that army sur- 
geons are .too prone to operate, and that limbs 
are daily sacrificed that might be saved; but 
the same conviction is gradually coming to us 
that was forced on McLeod, on Hennen, on 
Dupuytren, on Bandens, ou Begin, on Larrey, 
and Guthrie, that, in trying to save limbs we 
lose lives. ‘ Every hour,” says McLeod, “ihe 
bnmane operation is delayed diminishes the 
chances ef a favorable issue.” “At the outset 
of my career,” said Begin, “I amputated less 
than I did toward the end of my service,” and 
tbe tame is tbe experience of all. I suppose 
there is hardly a surgeou in the Federal army 
who does not know of some one or more lives 
sacrificed to “conservative surgery, so-called.” 
According to all practical testimony, the ex- 
haustive consequences of the inflammatory 
action arising in severe wounds received in 
battle are far more likely to end fatally than 
a promptly performed amputation.

LOUISVILLE JOUR X.VL 

[Corrrapolldenr, of the LonliTillo Journal.] 

AtiOTUKK ACCOUNT^ jGT THK FAANK.LIN 

Feahiwh, Ten*., Jane T, 1863. 
Early on Thursday morning the enemy left 
his cantonments at Spring Hill, and advanced 
upon this post, anticipating an easy victory. 
Our force consisted of one regiment of cav- 
alry (7th Kentucky) and about a regiment of 
infantry, under the command of Col. Baird, 
of the 81st Illinois, who was commandant of 
the post. The force of the enemy consisted 
of tne brigades of Armstrong and Jackson, 
and the cavalry division of the lato Van Djrn, 
now commanded by Starnes, the whole under 
the control of Forrest. About 2 o’clock P. M. 
hie advance guards commenced skirmishing 
with our cavalry pickets, and immediately af- 
terwardsheavy columns m ide their appearance 
upon the Lewisburg, Columbia, and Carters 
Creek roads. Such being the superiority of 
the enemy in point of numbers, our cavalry 
vedettes retired slowly, hotly contesting every 
inch of ground, and expecting to be support- 
ed by the infantry, reserves. The latter, how- 
ever, seeing the futility of making a stand 
against so overwhelming a force of mounted 
troops, retired to the fortiBcations on the north 
bank of the river, leaving the handful of cav- 
alry (about sixty in number) to come out of a 
tight fix in tbe best manner they could. 

About this time, probably a half hour after 
the first gun was fired, Col. Faulkner was 
ordered to move his regiment, the 7th Ken- 
tucKy cavalry, over the river, and keep the 
enemy from obtaining possession of the town. 
The boys went in with a yell, and the bat- 
talions, severally commaned by Lieut. Col. 
Vimont, and Majors Bradley and Collier, suc- 
ceeded in repulsing the enemy at every point, 
and for some three liours held the town against 
every odds brought to bear against it. After 
the enemy commenced sweeping tbe streets of 
the town with round shot and grape, the 7th 
only retired to the north of Harpetb, after 
being repeatedly ordered to do so by the post 
commandant. Some of the most brilliant 
cavalry exploits it has ever been my lot to 
witness were performed by theBe gallant Ken- 
tuckians during this unequal contest. In- 
fantry officers who carefully watched every 
movement from the fort with glasses describe 
the conduct of the 7th Kentucky as deserving 
of all praise. 

When it became apparent that the enemy 
was massing his forces to make an irresistible 
dash upon Colonel Faulkner and his gallant 
command, be was ordered to retire to the 
north side of the river. He drew ofi" bis man 
in admirable order, while the enormous shells 
from the heavy siege gun of the fort held the 
mass of the enemy in check, and scattered a 
portion of his forces in every direction. As 
the evening wore apace, it became evident 
that the enemy bad crossed the river east of 
town, and was moving in a northerly direc- 
tion for the purpose of attacking our left. 
Lieut. Gruelle, of the 7th, was despatched 
with a small reconnoitriDg force to ascertaiu 
his numbera and position. He discovered a 
cotnmn of about fifteen hundred (2d Ken- 
tucky and 1st Tennessee) taking position in 
tbe dense woods upon the old Murlreesboro 
Toad, Which force wa9 being constantly aug- 
mented by the arrival of fresh detachments. 
Having reported the state of affaiis in 
that direction, Major Collief was or- 
dered to take a force to tho support 
of Gruelle, and hold the chain of hills on tha 
left of camp at all hazards until nightfall. 
Shortly after Collier hod taken his position, 
beavy vollies were heard immediately in front, 
and riderless horses and panic-Btricken rebels 
emerged from the woods and made for the 
river in hot baste. They had been surprised 
and attacked on their (lank and rear by the 
4th Ketucky (Col. Cooper), 6th Kentucky 
(Col. Watkins), 9th Pennsylvania (Col. Jor- 
dan), and 2d Michigan (Col. Campbell). The 
hottest and heaviest work fell to the lot of the 
4th Kentucky, whose gallant and intrepid 
leader, Col. Wickliffe Cooper, was disabled by 
his horse falling while he was heading a 
charge. The animal was going at full speed, 
and fell upon the Colonel’s right leg, terribly 
bruising and otherwise injuring that member. 
All these regiments performed thair duty as 
soldiers should. Everywhere the enemy 
was broken and disorganized by their impetu- 
ous charges. When tbe shades of night fell 
upon the hard-fought field, the enemy had 
been driven to his original position among 
tbe hills south of town. 

Next morning, Friday, Brownlow’s Erst 
Tennessee regiment was ordered to cross the 
river and feel tbe enemy’s position, which had 
evidently been shifted during the course of 
the night. He was accompanied by Colonel 
Faulkner, of the 7th Kentucky. About two 
miles from town, on tbe Columbia pike, the 
enemy was discovered drawn up in line of 
battle, a force of four or five hundred occupy- 
ing a commanding eminence, protected at all 
points by heavy sione ftneing. Col. Faulk- 
ner obtained permission to take two companies 
of tbe 4th Kentucky cavalry, under command 
of Major Welling, and charge the height. The 
boys responded gallantly to his call, and never 
was a hill quicker or more cleanly swept. It 
was decidedly the pret(iest cavalry dash of the 
war. It was here ihatCol. Faulkner received 
bis severe and painful wound. Our pardonable 
exultation at an unmistakable victory 
over an enemy of eight or ten times 
our strength was considerably dampened 
by this "casualty. Two of our most dash- 
ing leaders (Cooper and Faulkner) were placed 
Aon <lu combat, and our entire little army 
joined in heartily in the grief of their com- 
mands. As the news spread from mouth to 
month that Faulkner was killed (such being 
at first the erroneous report) it seemed as 
though the hearer felt as if his own brother 
had been stricken down in battle. Tears 
sprang to eyes unused to weeping, and cheeks 
that all the dangers of battle could not pale, 
“grew as while as my lady’s hand.” I am 
glad that his wound, at first believed to be 
mortal, turns out not to be so serious as sup- 
posed. He and Col Cooper are both at Nash- 
ville, and, when heard from this morning, 
were improving fast. 

The enemy has about disappeared from our 
front. He burned the railroad bridge near 
Brentwood this morning. Our loss in the bat- 
tles, in killed, wounded, and missing, will not 
exceed twenty-five. The enemy’s loss is not 
far off ope hundred and fifty. Gen. Armstrong 
was severely wouaded, some prisoners say 
killed, and Starnes is among their missing. 
A flag of truce approached our ontpoat this 
morning to inquire if he had fallen into onr 
hands. KENT UCKY.

The annual statement of J. H. Rhorcr, 
secretary of the Cook Benevolent Institution, 
was submitted and ordered to be filed. 

An ordinance from the Common Council 
designating the subjects of assessment for 
different taxes was referred to the Finance 
Committee. 

The report of the chief of the Fire Depart- 
ment, of fires and alarms for the month of 
May, 1863, was submitted and'ordered to bo 
filed. 

Alderman Lightburn, from the Committee 
on Education, was allowed further time for the 
con3 : deration of the report of the Marshal of 
the City Court. 

A resolution was adopted to adjourn to meet 

on Thursday evening, June 18th, 1863. 

And then the Board adjourned.
